County and city boards of equalization are but eupervising-aesessors 
of preperty, and sre especial'y sworn fuirly and impartially to equalize the 
valuation of real estate accurding to law; and if this duty be not faithtully, 
impartially and bravely done, great injustice will result, and some men 
will ercape the payment of their just proportion of the taxes, while others 
will be oppressed by the payment of more than their due share, which is 
a great moral crime, These bi arde must, therefore, not hesitate to add to the 
value of the rea] estate in such townships, wards, and other districts, or of 
individuals, as they deem too low, according to the rules prescribed by 
law, as herein expounded; and they must be equally careful to reduce the 
valuations of such as are too high, according to the eame standard and 
rules.
